OF GASC0MPANY 

C. J. Yorath, Native of Wales, Great 
Force in Canadian Development

tor in its development through the 
death of C. J. Yorath, president and 
managing director of the Canadian 
Western Natural Gas, Light, Heat 
and Power Company, Limited. From 
the time that he came to Canada in 
1913 to take charge of the complicat¬ 
ed financial affairs of the city of Sas¬ 
katoon, Mr. Yorath was an important 
force in the many undertaking with 
force in the many undertakings with 
orgy, his mentality, his training and 
his talents as an executive, inevitab¬ 
ly brought him to the forefront and 
following his achievements as a suc¬ 
cessful administrator of civic finan¬ 
cial affairs in Saskatoon and in Ed¬ 
monton, Mr. Yorath was selected as 
head of the North Western Utilities, 
L i m i t e d ,' and a little later was ap¬ 
pointed chief executive of the Cal¬ 
gary gas company. He was entrust¬ 
ed with the administration of the Can 
adian subsidiaries of the Internation¬ 
al Utilities Corporation, which besides 
controlling the two companies men¬ 
tioned included light and power inter¬ 
ests in Drumheller, Nanaimo and oth¬ 
er places. These technical and intri¬ 
cate enterprises were managed by 
Mr. Yorath with skill and energy, 
but the task made great drains on his 
physical resources and the final strain 
of the recent gas conservation confer¬ 
ences at Edmonton caused a collapse 
from which he could not rally.—Cal¬ 
gary Herald.

There has been some discussion down in Ottawa as to 
whether Dr. G. D. Stanley or Dr. Howden (Lib., St. Boni¬ 
face) should receive credit for a fine contribution made to 
the subject of state medicine in Canada, a matter coming 
up in recent Parliamentary debate. The Ottawa Citizen, 
a Liberal organ, quoted Dr. Stanley’s speech more fully 
than that of Dr. Howden, a nd for that was reproached by 
a Liberal member of Parliament. The Citizen in reply, 
refers the complainant to the two speeches as appearing 
in Hansard, impressing the point that although Dr. How¬ 
den introduced the- resolution, calling for a form of state 
medicine, it was Dr. Stanley who brought the situation 
more clearly before the house in the following words: 
‘•Poverty, unemployment, and disease are not three prob¬ 
lems, They are one problem or three aspects of the same 
problem.” 

He continues: “After all, the greatest cause of sickness 
is poverty. Here is an economic problem which cannot be 
overcome by treating those who are sick. For illustration: 
a village may be overtaken with a typhoid epidemic, be¬ 
cause the water supply is contaminated; it may be human¬ 
itarian for the state to send a physician to treat each in¬ 
dividual case, but it would be vastly more humanitarian 
for the state to send sanitary men to purify the water 
supply. The state’s activities should be directed toward 
removing the causes of disease and poverty is the great¬ 
est. As St. Augustine said: ‘Thou givest bread to the 
hungry, but better were it that none hungered, and that 
thou had’st none to give him.’ 

“An investigation recently made in England, divided 
deaths of the past year into five groups—employers, fore¬ 
men, skilled workmen, unskilled workmen and common 
laborers. It was found that the mortality from all dis¬ 
eases was fifty per cent, higher amongst unskilled work¬ 
men and common laborers than amongst employers and 
foremen. In case of tuberculosis, pneaumonia, lung dis¬ 
eases of all sorts, the index finger for unskilled men and 
common laborers ran from 110 to 160, while in the case 
of employers and foremen it ran from 40 to 80. These 
figures reveal a story.” 

From further contributions to this subject of state med¬ 
icine made by Dr. Stanley and other speakers, it is evi¬ 
dent that there is a realization that health which is "the 
foundation of the happiness of the people and the power 
of the state” is in extricably linked with poverty and un¬ 
employment. All other ills are interwoven with this great 
and overwhelming evil. 

HASTY FINANCE 

There has been a sense of foreboding created, through 
the high rate of interest charges conceded on the provin¬ 
cial loans of Alberta, Saskatchewan and British Columbia- 
If governments pay six and one half per cent, for money, 
what effect will this have upon interest charges to private 
individuals. It strikes a blow at any hope of decreased 
rates. 

Many businesses, notably farm business, is carried on 
through a certain amount of borrowing. With commodi¬ 
ties at prevailing price, it is impossible to pay any exorbi¬ 
tant rate of intfTSst. And so far from dropping to a par¬ 
ity with the general commodity prices, interest rates have 
been firmly established by the demands on the provinces. 

It is true that the Alberta bonds were over-subscribed 
almost as soon as issued, but who bought them? There 
was scarcely* time for the small Canadian investor to show 
his faith. It would be interesting to learn who holds these 
bonds, how he purehased them, and whether or not a bet¬ 
ter bargain might have been made. 

In the opinion of many, this whole business of borrow¬ 
ing would better be left in the hands of the Dominion. 
With each province issuing bonds and the Federal govern¬ 
ment floating domestic loans, waste is almost inevitable. 
The Dominion could strike a better bargain than each 
province working separately, and there is little doubt that 
a closer check would be made on provincial needs. Unem- 
playment, that huge bill of expense, is exclusively and en¬ 
tirely a federal problem. There is no reason for its being 
financed from Ottawa through the provinces, through the 
little municipalities. There must be scattering every 
step of the way. If, as was stated in Parliament, it has 
cost $70,000,000 to provide 7,000,000 working days, that 
means $10.00 a day, for every day’s employment. Surely 
that has not proved efficient and could have been more 
capably handled by one agency. 

There is an over-lapping between Federal and Provin¬ 
cial needs, and that ability of every unit to borrow as 
freely as it may be able, does nothing to discourage over¬ 
lapping. t 

If the Dominion government as Head of the House, 
handled the issuing of all bonds, after each Province had 
presented its requirements, this would surely reduce to 
some extent, the burden of taxation. The interest of 6V4 
per cent, must be paid annually on these Provincial loans. 
The interest must also be paid on the Federal loans. The 
taxpayer who will pay these interest charges has reason 
to “view with alarm.”

“Then can we realize that there is something deeper be¬ 
hind present depression than International differences. 
The Jews are forcing an issue. If th^attle of Armaged¬ 
don ia to be fought against Jerusalem, or the inhabitants 
thereof, then present events are pointing that way. And 
the Jewish nation has a foothold in every country in the 
world. 

One ia almost inclined to believe that only by the lead¬ 
ers of nations recognizing this fact and trying to cope 
with it from this angle, can it possibly be averted.” - -

Those who attended the dramatic contest held in town 
the other evening, were impressed with the happy use 
which has been made of leisure time by the young people 
of this district. The performance of the contestants 
called for talent and a great amount of preparation. And 
it is pleasant to think that all over the Dominion, similar 
dramatic programs or debating leagues are being carried 
through, by young people’s societies, operating under a 
union such as prevails locally, or in independent groups. 

There is no question that* this great generation of young 
people has found its own way of enjoying leisure. Some 
turn to sport, some to music; and some to dramatic effort, 
but there are few young people who are not following 
some outside interest, developing their minds or bodies 
and filling most profitably, their leisure hours. 

Modern youth, like youth of all time, is gregarious, and 
modern conditions make frequent gatherings easy. The 
nature and interest of these gatherings are commendable 
and worth while, besides bringing a great amount of en¬ 
tertainment and pleasure to the older people. 

Perhaps no age is more frustrated under present condi¬ 
tions than the young people at present entering manhood 
and womanhood. Boys and girls are obliged to remain 
on the farms when their talents and inclinations could be 
much more fully developed elsewhere. Boys and girls in 
towns and villages, yeam to get out on the farms, or into 
special lines afforded by the cities. Yet here they are, 
doomed under present conditions to remain where they 
are and make the best or worst of it. They have chosen 
to make the best of it, and so far from permitting them¬ 
selves to drift downward, are doing what they can find to 
do, and in their high moments of leisure are grouping 
together, developing their own talents and providing 
themselves with healthful, happy recreation. The same 
good “sporting” spirit is evident amongst the older people. 
, and the sanity and cheeriness with which the mass of 
people have been carrying on in the past two years should 
brings its own reward. 

I AM DEPRESSED 

The following sad confession is attributed to a Calgary 
man and has gone the rounds of the newspapers, eventu¬ 
ally bringing up in the Winnipeg Free Press, which col¬ 
lects such experiences with ardor. This is the confession: 

“There seems to be so much talk about our so-called 
prosperity, I belie ve it is my duty to write my .views on 
same and help to analyze the situation as far as possible 
so that we can make up our minds that we had auto 
change our ways of living and so forth. 

"I have taken my own case for instance. I see my own 
mistakes and tnany others have acted likewise. I bought 
a car instead of a farm and it is worn out, but the farm 
I figured on is still O.K. I bought a radio instead of a 
cow and the radio gives static instead of milk. I am feed¬ 
ing 1 five hounds which answer to the names of Red, Red 
Wing, Slobber, Jake and Bayrurp, instead of five pigs. I 
had our piano tuned instead of the well cleaned out. I 
spent all my cash in 1928, and used my credit in 1929 and 
traded up my future wages on installments in 1930, so 
hard times caught me in bad shape last fall. If I had 
spent my last ten dollars for flour and meat instead of 
gas and oil I would have been O.K. I built a nice garage 
last year instead of covering my bam and I loafed in a 
mountain two weeks instead of being in my pasture fixing 
it so’s my cow would not get out, but she is dry and 
mortgaged to boot for two blankets my wife bought from 
an agent instead of paying the preacher. 

“I am on a cash basis now, but ain’t got no cash. I am 
tied to the end of my rope and the man I am working for 
is busted on account of nobody would not pay him and his 
wheat won’t sell because nobody won’t buy wheat, all the 
people here eat fancy cakes. 1 had four dollars saved up 
for a rainy day, but it turned dry and I spent the four 
dollars for inner tubes. I tried hard to make both ends 
meet with a turnip patch, but when I got turnips ready to 
sell, everybody was selling turnips for nothing and the 
market was glutted. I am worried plumh to the bone and 
my wife’s kin-folk are coming over next Tuesday to spend 
two weeks. Write or phone if you hear of any relief from 
the government coming down my way. I am willing to be 
a Liberal or a Conservative for a few weeks if that will 
help any.”

A royal commission is investigat¬ 
ing certain phases of the hydro as 
administered under the Ontario Hy¬ 
dro Commission. The scope of the 
enquiry is not satisfactory to a large 
section of the Ontario press. 

Another senator who is having a 
mighty hectic time before a Royal 
Commission investigation is our 
friend, Hon. H. J. Logan, of Amherst 
of the schooner Gypsum Queen. The 
vessel was lost during the war off the 
coast of Ireland, while carrying a 
cargo of deals from Halifax tP_ Eng¬ 
land. A reparations claim wSk made, 
and $71,000 paid over. It is now 
claimed that the war had nothing to 
do with the loss of the Gypsum Queen 
that she was not torpedoed, and that 
the registry of the vessel had been 
changed previously from Nova Sco¬ 
tia to Barbadoes. At any rate, the 
investigation has not been concluded. 
It held meetings in Ottawa, Moncton 
Parrsboro, Saint John, Boston, and 
Ottawa again. It has now been ad¬ 
journed. At the last sitting, Senator 
Logan submitted to a long examina¬ 
tion and contradicted some of the 
evidence of former witnesses^ claim¬ 
ing he was speaking with absolute 
truth and the others were incorrect 
in their statements. 

It would blast our faith in mankind 
to think that Senator Logan was im¬ 
plicated in any wrong-doing. We 
have always rated him as in that 
class of politician—poor, but honest. 
—Eastern Chronicle.

We have had two years of 
12-inch rainfall as against an average 
of 16 inches. It is hardly likely that 
we will have another dry year, but it 
is foolish to take chances. At pres¬ 
ent wheat prices the wise farmer is 
he who will farm this year as if an¬ 
other dry season is in the offing. 

The moisture during the fall and 
winter months has been about nor¬ 
mal. Nothing more can be said of 
it. The moisture reserve is below 
normal as a result of two dry years 
in succession. It will take average 
moisture to make an average crop. It 
will require considerably more than 
the average during May, June and 
July to make a big crop. 

Livestock prices are low, but live¬ 
stock industry has developed during 
the past 10 years to a point where it 
adds very considerably to the farm 
income. Livestock have come through 
the winter in good condition and, de¬ 
spite low prices, there is no indica¬ 
tion that the farmers are dropping 
this important department of their 
operations. There is, on the other 
nand, a tendency to grow less wheat 
and more forage crops in order that 
the livestock phase of farming may 
be carried on with greater chance of 
success. 

Taken altogether, the 1932 crop 
outlook is about normal and farmers 
are going about their tasks with the 
knowledge that no other class is 
weathering the financial crisis more 
readily. It is a case of sticking to 
the farm and making the best of it.

Dominion Entomologist Gives Instruc 
tions Re Possible Pest in Alberta 


An effort is being made to avoid or 
at least reduce loss from cutworm 
donage, which is a possibility con¬ 
fronting Alberta. A Gibson Dominion 
entromologist issues this: 

Any fields which were undisturbed 
so that the soil surface was caked or 
crusted from August 1 to September 
15 in 1931 should be reasonably free 
from cutworms tKis year, and re¬ 
seeded fields which were c u t after 
September 14 in 1931 should be con¬ 
sidered as safe if undisturbed during 
August.

In any case where there is doubt as 
to a field being free of cutworms a 
test should be made seeding an indi¬ 
cator strip of wheat diagonally across 
the field. This indicator strip should 
be seeded as early as possible to get 
a drill on the land and long before 
regular seeding starts. One strip wide 
is sufficient, and Sjjch a diagonal 
strip will give a fair example of th< 
conditions which will bring this grain 
to a height of about five inches will 
also hatch many of the eggs. 

If, on examination from 10 to 15 
plants per square yard show injury 
the field should not be seeded. Unde; 
normal conditions this strip will show 
whether or not cutworms are present 
by the end of first week of May or 
earlier, and seeding operations should 
be governed accordingly. 

No field should be reseeded to any 
crop, especially flax, where cutworm 
damage ‘is evident so long as there 
are cutworms present and active.

LEGISLATIVE , WOULD RETIRE 

ACTIVITIES ALL OVER FIFTY 


Appropriation to Normal Students, 
Plana for Land Settlement Scheme 

An appropriation of $76,000 for 
loans to Normal School students, was 
passed by the House despite some 
opposition. The criticism centred on 
the many idle teachers already in the 
province which would make it seem 
unwise to "stake” more students to 
this profession. Loans are made on¬ 
ly to students who had to leave home 
to attend Normal, with a few excep¬ 
tions. In 1930, 277 of loans previous¬ 
ly made, had been closed out, with 
payments on 649 accounts. In 1931 
there were 136 accounts closed out 
and payments on 728 accounts. Loans 
reported bad amount to $16,000. 

Land Settlement 

The Legislature hopes to complete 
some agreement in regard to land 
settlement for the unemployed. Word 
has not yet come from the Federal 
Govt, as to their share. 

Small Loans 

A bill relating to small loans to be 
made to new settlers on United Irri¬ 
gation district was presented, the 
loans running round $100 each, with 
about fifty fanners affected. 

Alberta Fish for U. S. 

The provincial government is doing 
all it can to have the export market 
in the United States opened to ship¬ 
ment of Alberta whitefish and hali¬ 
but, said Hon. Mr. Reid, minister of 
land mines. He said that, in his 
opinion, there was no deliberate at¬ 
tempt on the part of the U.S. govern¬ 
ment to ban the entry of Canadian 
fish. 

Hon. Mr. Reid said efforts were be¬ 
ing made to have fish inspections at 
♦ he boundary line, with the United 
States officials recognizing some Al¬ 
berta lakes as free from infection. 

Varsity Estimates 
Estimates for University of Alber¬ 
ta amounting to $608,388 were pass¬ 
ed. This is a cut of $88,000 under 
last year. 

Old Age Pensions 

’ e Dominion will now bear 75 
ent. of the cost of old age pen- 
-> ons instead of 50 per cet.. Under 
ent session of the legislature, an ap¬ 
propriation of $217,155 is provided 
for Alberta’s share of old age pen¬ 
sions this year, as compared with 
'59.665 estimated last year. 

The increase, in spite of the Do- 
inion assuming a larger share of 
the cost, is explained by the fact 
that each year more aged persons are 
qualifying for pensions in this prov¬ 
ince. 

Dance Tax 

.V proposed tax on all cafes in 
v-hich public dancing is conducted is 
causing protest. The tax will be on 
the food eaten in the “dancing” res¬ 
taurants. In places where a fee is 
charged for dancing the tax falls on 
V dances, but where the dance floor 
is free the tax falls on the food. 

The Wallace committee is hopeful 
hat in the recent conference on Tur- 
"■ Valley gas conservation, the ques 
is now on the way to settlement, 
general basis of agreement ~on 
, olicies to be followed in conser- 
ation, was reached. The procedure 
to be adopted in the management of 
the field and the matter of compensa¬ 
tion, were all agreed to. 

Besides the government represen¬ 
tatives those attending the three-day 
conference were spokesmen for lin¬ 
'd Oil, for Canadian Western Na- 
’ Gas, for the Mayland independ- 
group, Herbert Greenfield repre- 
nting thirteen independent compan- 
os; tne city of Calgary, J. H. Ross 
e -resentative of the gas consumers, 
nd other independents. 

The necessity for conservation was 
gnized by all, although all did 
gree on the methods. The ratio 
impensation took up the greatest 
\ and the discussion of the man- 
gement of the field also held import¬ 
ant place. 

Sufficient evidence has apparently 
been produced at the meeting of the 
Wallace committee on gas conserva¬ 
tion, to show that conservation of the 
Turner Valley field is essential to the 
gas consuming public of Southern 
Alberta. 

At the conference, the question of 
compensation was the most difficul' 
to handle. The points insisted upor 
bv the representatives of Calgary 
city are of interest to gas consuming 
towns and villages. It was insisted 
by these representatives that no com¬ 
pensation should be payable unless r 
direst loss was proven, and that ther 
only reasonable compensation should 
be paid to those persons and corpor 
ations who could prove a loss, by 
those persons and corporations whr 
could be proved to have benefitted. Ii 
was stressed that any question oi 
compensation was premature unti’ 
actual data was available on the re 
serves of the field and the effect of 
conservation on the parties concern 
ed. 

It was agreed that the field should 
be restricted to 200,000,000 feet flnv 
for a period of four to six months 
during which period the wells would 
be metered and complete tests mad. 
by an expert board, in order to de 
termine reserves and life-time of th f , 
field, and to arrive at an equitnbb 
adjustment amongst companies and 
persons interested in the field.

TIME PAYMENTS 

GET SET BACK 

Montreal Judge Decrees Against Re¬ 
possession, Without Usual Proceed¬ 
ings f 

- 

Chief Justice Perrault of the .Que¬ 
bec court of sessions states: “Peopli 
who sell on time payments must not 
be allowed to constitute themselves 
judge, jury and bailiff.” In the cast 
in question, Farrell, assistant mana¬ 
ger of the Canadian Acceptance Cor¬ 
poration, had seized a car on which a 
payment of $25 (one month’s instal¬ 
ment) had not been made. The chief 
justice sentenced Farrel to a fine of 
$25 or eight days in jail. 

This decision has roused wide¬ 
spread interest in view of the pres¬ 
ent custom of repossessing cars, fur¬ 
niture, machinery, which are paid for 
by the deferred payment plan. It 
has been taken for granted that re¬ 
possession by the company is a nat¬ 
ural consequence of any default in 
payments. Whether other provinces 
would interpret the law as did the 
Quebec justice is something to find 
out. If so, the high pressure sales¬ 
men concerned only in securing a 
down payment, will be less numerous 
than they are. As it is they have 
done very well on the deferred pay¬ 
ment plans. 

Some sales contracts, have a clause 
by which the vendor is given right 
to repossess and this contract is sign¬ 
ed by the purchaser. But Judge Per¬ 
rault is reported to have made this 
statement: “No person has the right 
to take possession of a car in such 
circumstahces (default in a payment) 
irrespective of whatever clause might 
have been inserted in the contract.” 
This bears directly on the repossess¬ 
ion clause, and if justices of other 
provinces should decide in the same 
way, there would be much more cau¬ 
tious selling undertaken. 

. It is said to be a frequent custom 
amongst dealers in large cities to re¬ 
possess and re-sell a dozen times ov¬ 
er. There are reported instances of 
families losing furniture and so on, 
after paying all but the last one or 
two or three instalments. And it 
has been taken for granted that they 
have no come-back. They lose all 
right to the property, if the dealers 
choose to remove it. The same prac¬ 
tice is said to have prevailed in car 
selling. A re-possessed car can net 
a company a goodly sum before it 
eventually is retired. 

Many companies however, exercise 
common sense in these matters. The 
companies best established in this 
province seem to exercise judgment 
and a fair share of mercy. They do 
not grab the article in question if a 
payment is defaulted, but as a rule 
consider circumstances and seem to 
prefer not to repossess if it can be 
avoided. 

Almost everyone however, has had 
the experience of being reduced to 
helplessness by current high pressure 
methods, and agreeing to some time 
payment article with payments going 
nto infinity. The simple seller has 
prevailed that if once the buyer slip¬ 
ped up on the payments, the company 
or representative would be descend 
and seize the article without fail. 

If it was found that they could not 
:surp the functions of judge, jury 
and bailiff, but were obliged to go 
through ordinary court procedure, 
and if it was found that instalment 
payment was at the risk of the firm 
making the sale, there would be great 
er care used in placing goods.

RUSSIAN WAGES HAIL INSURANCE 

TAKE A RAISE i RISKY IN ALBERTA 


Stalin Plan Abolishes Equal Wages 

for All; Maximum Monthly $450 

Members of the Communist party, 
including the highest government of¬ 
ficials, as well as factory workers 
who heretofore have been limited to 
the most meagre salaries, may soon 
cash in on substantial raises in pay. 

The political bureau, it was learned 
is considering trebling the maximum 
monthly income allowed party mem¬ 
bers from 300 to 900 rubles (about 
$160 to $450). 

The raises are planned in accord¬ 
ance with the .policy outlined by Jos¬ 
eph Stalin nine months ago when he 
decided on the abolition of the system 
of “equal wages for all.” Factory 
voikors heretofore have been limited 
to the smallest salaries in order to 
set an example for the rest of the 
proletariat. 

Three factors were said to be in¬ 
spiring the action. The first is the 
enormous loss of time and energy by 
party members holding important 
posts due to the necessity for seeking 
jut places where they may buy the 
necessaries of life at prices commen¬ 
surate with their incomes. The sec¬ 
ond is that many, especially those 
with large families, have sought ex¬ 
tra work at writing or at lecturing 
in order to augment their income. 
The third is that many capable of¬ 
ficials have refused to accept posts 
of responsibility because they re¬ 
ceived the same pay as subovdin- 
ites they Would receive . as chiefs, 
without the responsibility. 

Only the highest officials, such as 
commisars, probably vice-commissars 
nd head of important government 
trusts would receive tile 900-ruble 
maximum, hut lesser officials would 
be. advanced proportionately above 
'heir present pay. 

Since the revolution members of 
the party have been ystrictly limited 
to the smallest incomes and the plain¬ 
est lives in accordance with Lenin’s 
watchword for the pure Communist 
state; “from each according to his 
ability, and to each according to his 
needs.” 

SOIL FERTILITY 

DOES PLAY OUT

Dr. Shutt, M.A., D.Sc., Dominion 
chemist, department of agriculture, 
submits the following information;— 

A 25-bushel crop of wheat removes 
from the soil about 30 pounds of ni¬ 
trogen, 12 pounds of phosphoric acid> 
and seven pounds of potash in a year. 

A 200-bushel crop of potatoes re¬ 
moves about 42 pounds of nitrogen, 
18 pounds of phosphoric acid, and 60 
pounds of potash. 

Taking an average of these two 
-rop types, the average crop removes 
36 pounds of nitrogen, 15 pounds of 


Hail insurance in Alberta needs 
putting on a more satisfactory basis, 
being now too risky and unprofitable, 
the legislative agricultural 'commit¬ 
tee was told last week by A. K. Olive 
Regina, representing the Canadian 
Hail Underwriters’ Association. 

To that end Mr. Olive proposed, in 
behalf of the line companies, a 
change in the form of policy, intro¬ 
ducing a deductible feature by which 
certain percentages of crop losses 
would be withheld from insurance, 
hut with offsetting reductions In rates 
1 he companies desire, he said, to of¬ 
fer two alternatives this year; A 10 
per cent, deductible policy, with a 25 
per cent, reduction in rate, and a 26 
per cent, deductible policy with 50 
per cent, reduction in rate. 

FAVORS PRIVATE 
RADIO OWNERSHIP 

i Government Control But Not Gov¬ 
ernment Ownership; U.S. Urograms 
Are Popular 

Continuation of private ownership 
of radio “with government control 
but not government ownership,” was 
urged before the House of Commons 
committee on radio on Thursday last 
by J. C. MeFarlane, speaking for the 
Canadian Manufacturers Association. 

Good programmes and efficiency 
and economy were the objects to be 
achieved, he said, and he believed 
these could be attained as well under 
the system by which the business was 
developed. All privately-owned rad¬ 
io systems in Canada were owned 
and operated by Caiyi<lian personnel," 
Mr. MeFarlane said. 

A mailed questionnaire to ascer¬ 
tain the feelings of listeners as to the 
popularity of United States programs 
conducted by a Toronto advertising 
firm, had revealed that those who 
were interested enough to reply were 
overwhelmingly in favor of the Un¬ 
ited States programmes as against 
purely Canadian entertainment, stat¬ 
ed the witness. 

Privately-owned stations, under 
favorable circumstances, could place 
broadcasting on a satisfactory basis 
and give Canada complete coverage 
within two years, Mr. .MeFarlane said

phosphoric acid, and 33 pounds of 
potash in a season. 

According to estimates of the to¬ 
tal amount of plant food present in 
soils of good quality the available 
supplies of these three basic food 
substances would, if not renewed by 
some means, be completely exhausted 
in 113 years for the nitrogen, 268 
years for the phosphoric acid, and in 
227 years for the potash. Only by 
the return of plant foods can soil 
fertility be maintained.

MORTICIANS 

Drumheller Mail Rises to Remark on 

Strange Investigation of Under¬ 
takers 

The investigation by the Hon. Alex 
Ross into the business end of the un¬ 
dertaking profession, while costing 
the taxpayers of Alberta approxi- 
matel/-'$35 I ooo, has proven of benefit 
l to all concerned—with the exception 
of the taxpayers. The undertaking 
profession is vindicated, as the re¬ 
port discloses an average gross profit 
of $25.27 on the average funeral cost 
of $139.66, but with an average of 
$17.38 per funeral remaining unpaid 
at the end of the financial year. 

The provincial government can at¬ 
tend the next U.F.A. convention with 
the secure knowledge that it has done 
ts duty, and U.F.A. members, who 
were primarily responsible for the 
investigation, have a strong argu¬ 
ment in favor of municipal funerals 
or the establishment of another sub¬ 
sidized co-operative. Just why the 
U.F.A. should have picked on the un¬ 
dertaking profession _ in its attempt 
to justify municipal ownership and 
the co-operative movement is a mys¬ 
tery. 

The report states in language of 
evident amazement, that the profes¬ 
sion is over-crowded and that the ov¬ 
erhead of $78.28 per funeral seems 
to be unreasonably high. But is 
there any trade, industry or profes¬ 
sion today which is not overcrowded 
and which does not operate with an 
unreasonably high overhead? The in¬ 
vestigation, as such, is not worth five 
cents. Judged on modem business 
standards, the undertaking profession 
is no better and certainly no worse 
than any other profession or business. 

The undertaker, however, is in the 
unfortunate position of being unable 
to apply modem business methods. 
If he advertises cheap funerals or 
makes a personal .canvass, he is ac¬ 
cused of body snatching; if he draws 
attention to some of the technical de¬ 
tails of his profession he is called 
ghoulish; if he demands cash in ad¬ 
vance he is denounced for his callow¬ 
ness and if he attempts to enforce 
payment through the courts he again 
comes in for unkind criticism.—Drum 
heller Mail.
